sources.  To  accomplish  this,  he  said,  "Our  earr.ings 
m.ust  be  adequate  to  Insure  the  general  financial 
integrity  of  the  company."

A  sidelight  on  labor  relations  problems  was  cental nel  in 
news  that  the  NLRB  had  conducted  a  secret  ballot  elec¬ 
tion  at  the  Arizona  Public  Service  Co.  Laborers  Local

Would  acquire  Despite  a  num.ber  of  protests  at  a  public  hearing  Oct.  7,  the 

system  Thurston  County  PUD  reaffirmed  its  plans  to  acquire  fa¬ 

cilities  of  the  Puget  Sound  Power  &  Light  Co.  within  the 
county. 

Opponents  of  the  acquisition  held  that  the  public  was 
not  given  proper  notice  of  a  m.eeting  Oct.  5,  when  the  PUD 
com.m.i  ss  i oners  approved  a  two-m.ill  tax  to  raise  $100,000 
for  prelim.lnary  engineering  and  legal  costs.  The  press 
ha  i  received  no  notice  of  the  m.eeting,  they  pointed  out, 
and  previous  m.inutes  gave  no  indication  of  the  session. 

Frank  Meyer,  com.m.ission  chairm.an,  said  the  decision  to 
proceed  with  the  acquisition  was  m.ade  too  late  to  give 
earlier  notice.  If  the  action  had  not  been  taken  Oct.  5. 
a  year’s  delay  would  have  been  necessary,  he  said.
